The Farmer’s Plight. 
Connecting Soil Development with 
Business Ethics will gain a smile 
from the student id* rhetoric; never­ 
theless, 
if this article proves 
that 
there is a vital 
connection between 
t he two, we will grant the “"tudeii’’^ 
permission 
to smile and go on with 
tho discussion. 
In the eyes of one who has s|>ent 
years in the study of soil 
develop­ 
ment, a mere handful of soil has 
come to look 
lik e God’s great won­ 
der-work er. 
Every farm is 
an ex­ 
periment station, anff it is very im­ 
portant to note that the farmer must 
woik out his problems without gov­ 
ernment 
appropriations, 
such 
as 
are voted to the state experiment 
stations. It is the tens-of-thousands 
of acres of 
abandoned farms that 
has caused men to connect soit and 
economies, or soil and business eth­ 
ics. In my awn experience, I remem­ 
ber that the 
first dollar I ever bor­ 
rowed was for the improvement of 
the soil. In farming especially, the 
Jiank deposit does not tell the whole 
story; if in mak ing the deposit, the 
farmer has 
robbed 
the soil of a 
dozen years of another man’s labor. 
To say that a man made money on 
a certain farm, does not tell any­ 
thing; the man may'be a robber of 
the soil. And right here is the point 
of this entire discussion: 
A man’s 
ffcal standing financially should he 
determined by the condition of the 
business he operates. 


The 'display of great wealth in 
the midst of abject poverty is not, 
or should not lie, an indication of 
financial soundness. Of course, one 
does not mind 
seeing his neighbors 
“strutH a little, if they don’t crow! 
But to be 
a beast 
of burden 
for 
those 
lie well k nows are 
using his 
substance in riotous living, does not 
appeal to any man of sound judg­ 
ment. 
Economies lias something to 
do 
with the 
economy 
of 
things 
business and 
financial; anil 
while 
the management of things business 
and financial is turned over to a 
gang of rat fled-brained gamblers, 
on hoard of 
trade, who runs things 
by guess, 
or a bet on the future, 
can not expect to 
have 
things 
we 
run very economically or smoothly. 
Viter 
the 
organization 
commonly 
called Board of Trade— which claims 
for it» elf no 
existence, neither be­ 


ginning 
nor end of 
the days—lias 
made a big steal, a servile press be­ 
gins to pipe about “economic condi­ 
tions,” “economic laws,” and “econ­ 
omic changes,” in a big way that is 
supposed to be erudite and is a sort 
of “hand-me-down” to the “poor ig­ 
norant farmer.” 
The real truth is, 
that these 
minions 
of the servile 
press are trying to befog the minds 
of their readers with big words and 
high sounding phrases. 
So subtle is 
the blasting influence of the organ­ 
ization 
,ju>t 
referred 
to, and 
so 
"devilish are its methods, that tu-*>p- 
pose it means oblivion for the man 
who attempts it. There has come to 
the ears of the writer of thwse lines 
the report that one of the best stud­ 
ents on the subjeot of economies to 
be found 
anywhere 
in the 
entire 
couitfry has had his work rejected 
by publications 
once solid 
for the 
fanner’s interests. If the Farm Bur­ 
eau is able to stand out against the 
secret work ings of this organization, 
having neither beginning nor end of 
days, then the Farm Bureau is the 
biggest thing that has come down the 
pik e in many days. As Jack London 
told in advance, in his story entitled 
The 
Iron Age, of the modem blast 
furnace of death and destruction re­ 
cently in 
operation in 
Europe; so 
could he now tell—if lie were living 
—of the 
Machine 
Age when 
the 
Servile Press 
and the Dirty Dollar 
molded public opinion and silenced 
every true think er of an entire gen­ 
eration.

there is

recognized that the banker has a 
moral and business right to ask any 
man how'he intends to use his latent 
energy, which he requests be extend- 
ed to him. In'fact, the banker has 
cohie to understand 
that he has an 


obligation resting upon him. ,making 
it imperative that- he be found faith- 
ful in the handling of this public 
trust; -while the man who would use

quite plain that he intends to use 
his wits in an endeavor to produce 
something of value to his fellow 
ihan.

this' view of "credit'.' 


thoroughly understood and operat- 
ing in the financial world, there is 
nbt the slightest doubt; that the game 
of dealing in futures -could be curb- 
ed very perceptibly.

were denied, the right 
to tamper 


with a. nation's credit, it would not 
make-a vast amount of difference . 
whether a man were a borrower or 
a lender in a bank; his real standing 
as 'has already been said, would be T 
determined 
ky the condition of the , 


business under 
his immediate con- 


trol. In this connection, it is not 
extravagant 
to say that there is 


more good sense manifested on this 
phase of economies by fdrm organ- 
izations of the' country than the 
Board of Trade has ^displayed in 
thirty years.. '

Poorly nourished 
children should 


>e specially studied. Many of them 
ire not tuberculously .diseased but 
may become s» if they are not prop- 
erly cared for. 


The out of door school and the 


open window school room • are 
of 


great help in caring for school chil- 
dren who are below par, and are in 
he stage that is often spoken of as 
jro-tuberculous. 
These children if 


hey can do their school work in open 
lir rooms 
or. open air schools and 


hen be properly nourished will in 
many instances not develop the di- 
,ease tuberculosis. 


Every child should get nt least one 


juart of milk a day, either to drink 
ar in his food. Milk is the best and 
most important food for 
growing 


jhi.ldren and especially in the poorty 
lourished. Fresh air and sunshine, 
ilain, simple diet with plenty of milk 
and most of 
the undernourished 


ihildren will grow up into strong and 
lealthy adults.
